Further Parttoulara of the Storm in 


the Northwest,

Three Storms Traveling in Parallel Line 


from Southwest to Northeast De- 


velop Cyclonic Tendencies and 


Cause Great Destruction. 


Minn., June 38.— 


Southwestern Minnesota and south 
eastern South Dakota suffered las 
night from a severe wind storm, or 
series of windstorms that developed 
cyclonic tendencies at a number o 
points. Details of the damage done to 
life and property, which hare been 
coming' in indicate that the storms 
traveled from southwest to northeast 
in parallel lines, and that tUtere were 
three of unusual severity. 


The westernmost arose in South Da- 


kota and traversed the east end of the 
state, striking Alpena, Melietta, St. 
Lawrence and Aberdeen in its route. 
So far as is known, the storm did no 
damage to life or limb, but causec 
considei able loss to property and crops. 


The central storm was terrific. It 


was first heard of at Pipestone, in the 
southwest corner of the state, where it 
struck before 6 p. m. Its record there 
was one killed, one injured, and serious 
damage to property in its course. Its 
path was from 400 to 800 feet wide. 
The storm passed over Tracy and Echo, 
and was next heard of at Kenville, 
where it was only several rods wide 
and of corresponding1 intensity of ac- 
;ioii. There was another victim hero, 
besides many Injured, and devastation 
of buildings and property. 


Litchfleld was the next in line. Two 


were killed and many injured. The 
northernmost point in the storm's path 
apparently was Collegeville, in Stearns 
county, where the damage was princi- 
pally to the buildings ot St. John's 
university. 


The eastern end of the storm started 
n at Windom at about 7:30, or an hour 
and a half later than the central storm, 


great damage was done at this 


xrint, but when the storm reached 
ileepy Kye, shortly before 8 o'clock, its 
ntensity was incalculable. At least 
one was killed and a number injured. 


The same storm next struck Glencoe, 


where its work was death-dealing. 
?he number of killed and injured 
here has not been definitely ascer- 
;ained yet, but the indications are that 
he wind played as great havoc there 
is anywhere. 


Minneapolis caught what was appar- 
ntly tne tail end of this blow. It 
wept across the city, dipping down to 
he ground near Lake Harriet and 
next in New Boston.

There is a difference to the motives of 


men who left the Republican party to 
vote with the Democrats.

"Anything to get office" 
is their hidden motto, while the sign they 
display is "pure politics." Their dishon- 
esty is best illustrated by the fact that, 
after they have affiliated themselves 
with the Democratic party, no matter 
what frauds that party may be guilty of, 
you never have heard them complain 
nor even deplore the fact that such 
things exist. This is true as to the Chi- 
cago elections, where it has been proved 
beyond the possibility of doubt, that the 
ballot boxes were stuffed in the interest 
of Hopkins and the Democratic ticket. 
It is true as to New York and Grevesend, 
where tho Democratic leaders commit- 
ted tna meet treasonable frauds at the 
ballot box, and for which many of them 
are in the penitentiary, while others 
fled the country. When a man Gresh- 
amizes, election frauds cease to disturb 
his conscience, for he has become a ben- 
eficiary of stolen goods.

Tbat May Prove Relpfbl to 


Both the Hoctew and Her OneiU. 


For a dinner party of six or eight peo- 


ple the hostess arranges her guests in 
her mind when she plans the entertain- 
ment, and she points out where the sev- 
eral couples are to seat themselves aftei 
all have entered the dining room. 
While receiving her guests in the draw- 
ing room she mentions to each gentle- 
man the name of the lady •whom he is to 
take in to dinner as soon as he hoe paid 
his respects to herself, and if he is un- 
acquainted with his partner he is form- 
ally introduced. On reaching the table 
the gnests remain steading by- theii 
chairs until tne hostess is seated. 


The eldest lady, or she who is 'a stran- 


ger to most of those present, or she who

arm. If the gaest of honor tit a man, ho 
accompanies the hostess, who takeahia 
left arm, this ccttplo entering the din- 
ing room last 
The host always goes in 


firet, and he places his dinner partner 
at his right, as do all the other men. 


There has been much dispute in Amer- 


ica regarding the proper arm for a man 
to use when taking a woman into the 
dining room, but The Delineator, au- 
thority for the following, says that the 
left is most appropriate. This mode of 
escorting her allows her to pass in fiont 
of him, and her costume is thus not in 
his way. Spurs were once worn by most 
men of rank with evening dress and aro 
still used in this way by army officers, 
and they are apt to interfere with drrt- 
peries that are not properly cared for 
when one is going to table. The right 
arm as proffered frr tho assistance o* 
women, save when they are in court cif- 
cles or are on their way to the altar.

One thing should be particularly cau- 


tioned against That la tho putting 
away of warm food in the ice chest 
When this is done, tho article will ab- 
sorb tho odors and flavors of other foods. 
Milk and butter should always be kept 
in compaitinetita especially set aside for 
them. 
If tho refrigerator, however, 


does not provide for this, do not fail to 
keep both articles well covered. Milk 
will readily absorb the flavors af tho 
other food, and the butter, if loft expos- 
ed, soon becomes tainted.

THE PULLMAN TIE-DP 


Forty Thousand. Men Already 


Called Oat, 


Knights ol Labor, Brotherhood Men and 


Other Organization* oi Railway Em- 


ploye* Ready to Join the Boycott 


Against the PuUaun Co. 


CHICAGO, June 29.— With a beginning 


of a few hundred discontented strikers 
at Pullman, 111., who were attempting 
to force merely a local Issue success- 
fully, the great Pullman strike and 
boycott has grown to the greatest bat- 
tle between labor and capital that has 
ever been inaugurated in the United 
States. In three days She Pullman 
trouble has spread to nearly all of the 
important railroads in the United 
States west of Chicago, with the result 
that the entire system is tied up and 
powerless in the hands of employes, 
who are striving for s principle rather 
than a cause. 


Within three days over 20,000 men 


have either quit work or have an- 
nounced their intention of BO doing in 
Chicago, and added to this are the 
many thousands on the systems all 
through the west who have gone out 
on a strike in obedience to requests 
from the officers of the American Bail- 
way union. 


It was estimated yesterday at the 


headquarters of the American Railway 
nnion that fully 40,000 men are now 
out on account of the refusal of the 
Pullman company to settle the differ- 
ences with its employes in the shops. 
By to-night nearly double that num 
foer will have been ordered out, and 
the striken will include not only mem- 
bers of the union, but Knights of La- 
bor, brotherhood men and other organ- 
izations which can in any way affect 
• the interests of the roads which have 
decided to stand by Pullman. 


It was given out at headquarters 


yesterday that by this morning1 the 
different railroads out of Chicago hand- 
ling Pullman cars would -be suf- 
ficiently crippled to warant the re- 
moval of the base of operations of the 
officers of the American Bail way nnion 
from Chicago to St. Lonis. 


Martin Elliott, a representative of 


the nnion, was sent to St. Louis last 
night to call ant the men on all but 
two roads entering the St. Louis Onion 
depot with Pullman cars in their 
trains. 


To-night, if necessary, President 


Debs and Vice-President Howard will 
go to St. Louis to take charge of the 
strikers there and get all railway Em- 
ployee in line with the union. It is 
confidently asserted that within two 
days all railroads out of St. Louis, ex- 
cepting the Missouri Pacific, will be 
asked to cancel Pullman contracts or 
incur a strike. 


From St. Louis the nnion officials 


may go to Kansas City, and later de- 
vote their time to completing the or- 
ganization of the nnion in the south 
and southwest. 


Vice-President Howard said- yester- 


day that the nnion would not exempt 
a single road in the west or southwest, 
and if necessary all of the more impor- 
tant of the eastern roads would be tied 
up in order to force a settlement of the 
Pullman strike. With the showing 
made within the first three days by the 
union, railroad men are inclined to be- 
lieve that the statement is no idle 
boost. 


A new deal was sprung yesterday 


evening when orders were issued to tie 
•up the Chicago & Alton, the Burliug- 
ton and the Bock Island. The instruc- 
tions to strike were given late yester- 
day afternoon and while the commit- 
tees appointed to act with the employes 
"began work at once it was not expected 
that the men would go out before 1'i 
o'clock last night. 


Trains on all the roads were gotten 


out in fair shape yesterday although 
the most of them were made up by the 
officers and their assistants.

The attorney- 
general therefore instructed the United 
States district attorney to proofed 
against all individuals concerned in 
each obstruction and to place warrants 
in'the hands of the United State* mar- 
shal, who in turn was instructed to ap- 
point all the deputy marshals necessary 
for the proper enforcement of the law 
•and to arrest all persons interfering 
with or interposing any obstacles to 
the movement of trains carryng the 
mails of the United States. 


This action of Attorney-General Ol- 


ney was predicated upon a dispatch 
forwarded early In the afternoon m 
behalf of the railroad officers of the 
Santa Fe to the postmaster-general, 
setting forth the conditions caused by 
the strike and asking relief. 


Just before noon yesterday ' S. A. 


Bancroft, one of the attorneys in the 
employ of the receivers, sought Judge 
Grosscup in the government building. 
The court room, however, was closed 
and the bailiffs in charge stated that 
the judge had gone to Ashland, O., to 
pay a brief visit to his aged mother. 


Attorney Bancroft then called upon

SENATE. 


WASHTNOTOK, June S8 — In spite of the op- 


pressive and enervating heat which prevailed 
in the senate chamber all day the session was 
continued for nine hours, and when adjourn- 
ment came at, 6 p. m.. there were only two sec- 
tions of the tariff bill undisposed vf. The first 
of those was the one abrogating the reci-
